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HERE are few songs with the haunting sweetness of

I have seen the quaint old mission, built by the friars 
at San Juan Capistrano in a verdant little valley of south- 
ern California at the same time George Washington and 
his men were freezing at Valley Forge.

that mission have made it famous. For 160 years they 
leave the summer nests they built under its tiled eaves, exactly on 
Oct. 23.

There are charming thoughts about this migration of our feathered 
friends.
